The majority steadily 
opposed As a compromise, the 
neutrality of the State was assumed, 
acquiesced in by Uie sympathizers 
with the Nortli because ihey intend- 
ed to violate it when the occasion was 
ripe; acquiesced iu by the Southern 
men because while their impulses all 
prompted them to make comwioti 
cause with Ihcir Southern brethren, 
they believed that the neutrality ol 
tlie State ill presenting an etfective 
hairier ol seven hundred miles of fron- 
tier between the South and invasion, 
ollered her more efficient assi-tanco 
than the most active coojieralioii 
could hrtve done. The Legislature ad- 
journed; the canvass commenced for 
a new ..General Assembly; delegates 
were elected pledged to strict neu- 
trality; the Northern sympalhtzers 
had been vigorous, aitve, and ener- 
getic, and unscrupulous. They had 
in eveiy county organized “ilonie 
Guards,” arms were, by Ihcir conni- 
vance, introduced by the Federal gov- 
ernment in large quantities. On tlie 
1st Mond»>y in Seplember the Legis- 
lature met, the mask was tlirown oil; 
neutrality was scouted; troops were 
openly levied lor the Norihern army, 
and the outraged Southern men re-

almost invariably 
among the oflicers ot t?outhern birth, 
promptly ami cheerfi l'y gave up the 
advantage of a certain and fixed posi- 
ticii in a regularly organized army, to 
oiler Ids sword and mi'itary knowl- 
edge to the cause of iSoutliern inde- 
pendence. He was soon succeede by 
Golnnel Roger Hanson; the 3rd had 
its Colonel Lloyd Tighlman, the 4tli 
Robert 1*. Trabue. Colonel Tiglilman 
before his regiment was actively in 
service, was made a Brigadier, and its 
Lieut, Colonel, Thoini son, succeeded 
to the Colonelcy* These three regi- 
ments formed the nucleus of a brigade 
to the command ot whicli, Brigadier 
General S. B. Buckner, recently In- 
spector General and active command- 
er of the Kentucky Stale Guard, was 
assigned by Rresident Davis* To this 
command were afterwards added the 
.5th Kentucky, commanded Dy Col. 
Thomas Hunt, the Gth commanded by 
Colonel Joseph Lewis, Cobb's batte- 
ry and Byrnes’ battery of artillery. 

On the 17th of September ISOJ, 
General Buckner, with some Tennes- 
.see troops and the Kentucky regi- 
ments, moved to Bowling Greene, in 
Kentucky, and occupied it fortifying 
it and fitting it for the base of active 
operations ot the C'onfedcrato armies 
in Kentucky, which it became for 
some months. One regiment of in 
fanlry and a battery of artillery was 
thrown forward to the bridge on 
Green River, under command of Col. 
Hawes; the bridge shortly after was 
burned by the Contederato troops. 
Captain John Morgan a few days sub- 
sequently to this, reached this com- 
mand with one hundred men from 
the interior of Kentucky. Tliese 
men were mounted, to serve as scouts 
and afterwards gained for their fear- 
less leader a continental reputation 
as a bold, darmg and elTective parti- 
I sail officer.
